The first problem to deal with is that electronics aren't made by the 
same processes used in the '50's. 


To get at some numbers, the cost of "touch labor" to wire and assemble 
electronics was around $3.00 an hour in the late fifties. That is a 
wage of around $1.50, with fringes, hidden taxes, overhead, and 
general-and-administrative costs thrown in. 1995 labor would probably 
receive around $7.00/hr. and the multiplication factor is higher 
today---somewhere between 2.5 and 3.0. Assume labor is $20/hr. Assume 
that the equipment is being wired and assembled by 1955 methods---100% 
hand assembly, no etched boards, etc. 


Component costs on the other hand can assume some productivity increase 
due to automation. Assume that the set being built uses modern 
resistors and capacitors. In large quantities, these run about three 
times what they cost in the late fifties. 


The manufacturing cost of electronics, in 1950's terms, can be assumed 
to be about 2/3rd's labor and 1/3rd components. This ratio has 
probably moved toward 3/4 and 1/4. The final ratio would come out 
somewhere around 5:1 to 6:1. 


To take a piece of equipment that was well-built to begin with, a 
Tektronix 545 oscilloscope, without plug-ins, sold for $1550 for 
several years. Using factors of 5 and 6, today's price would be 
between $8K and $9K, to narrow it down a bit. But to put that in 
perspective, $1550 bought a one-year-old Chevrolet in 1960, and $8K 
won't buy much in the way of a late model used car these days. 


Another benchmark is the cost of a Beech Bonanza airplane, although 

the current "Bonanza" is not quite the same as a 1960 version. The M35 
sold for about $25K. I don't know for sure what the current 33 is 
selling for, but I think it is about $150K if you take out the 
electronics packages to make it more equivalent to the 1960 airplane. 


For 1948 prices, I think a factor of 10 would be closer. That makes 
the $198.50 RME-45 radio a $1985.00 radio today, and my gut feel, after 
having spent enough time with one to have a feel for its labor and 
component content is that this is about right. 


I also think that where this would be most apparent would be in the low 
end stuff, like the AA5 radios. A plain jane consumer set that sold 
for around $25 in 1955 probably could not come to market profitably for 
much under $200. I£ you consider four hours of assembly and test at 
$20/hr., plus $20 worth of components at quantity prices, and allow 
100% markup through the retail channels (a typical number between 
factory and consumer), you have your $200 AAS.

Electronic BAs are not the only thing the Japanese are buying. They like 
classic cars from the ‘50s and '60s too. I understand that is why my 1957 
T-Bird is now valued at $30,000+ (original 1957 price about $3500). I paid 
$13,000 for it 10 years ago. (Yes, I know that doubling your investment in 
10 years is not fantastic interest, but how many investments can you have 
real fun with while you are making money on them? 75A4s and 1957 T-Birds 
are two good examples.) 


The one outstanding example of a Tek BA that has skyrocketed is the type 570 
Tube Curve Tracer. It was last sold by Tek in 1966 for $1100. One went two 
weeks ago in a garage sale in Portland, OR for $1000. (It was WAY over my 
budget. I will have to do without one in my collection, it looks like.) I 
have heard of prices as high as $3000. In this case, it is the audio guys 
who love the 570. The demand is a lot higher than the supply. Some audio 
guys own several 570s.

Remember everyone, I are NOT a chemist, I are a engineer! :-) 


There have been lots of interesting messages lately about cleaning and 
polishing BA equipment. I would like to address some chemistry issues in 
these. Most of this information is in the archives of old posts. 


To begin with, boiled linseed oil is raw linseed oil boiled with an 
oxidation catalyst like manganese dioxide. Linseed oil, tung oil, 

peanut oil, vegetable oil and even motor oil all cross-link and oxidize 

on exposure to air. Motor oil has anti-oxidants added as do oils for 
human consumption (except maybe olive oil that must be kept refrigerated). 
Linseed oil and tung oil are deliberately boiled with the oxidation 
catalysts to promote their cross linking. Fellows - this is why oil 
paint hardens. Letting any solvent evaporate off is necessary, of 

course, but it is the polymerization process that we call paint "drying". 
Using linseed oil over old oil-based paint does not rejuvenate the old paint; 
it merely adds another thin layer of new "skin" on top of the old. 


Leaving rags soaked with linseed oil about is asking for trouble, but then 
leaving ANY oily rags about leaves you open to the possibility of 
spontaneous combustion. Check the archives for a much earlier post on 
this where I explain the reason for stating the following. Either place 
the oily rags in a tightly sealed container away from oxygen or hang them 
up to dry with plenty of air flowing around them! BTW, keep a fire 
extinguisher handy in the shack and the workshop. Lots of earlier posts 
describe which types are best. 


On the use of Krylon "Clear" remember that Krylon is a trade name and 
that they make a number of different paints. Clear lacquer, like clear 
varnish, generally has a slight yellow color that darkens with age. 
Clear acryllic lacquer is probably the most ultraviolet light resistant 
coating commonly available. It dries extremely fast, is quite 
transparent, does not darken appreciably with age - but it has very 
little resistance to other chemicals. It is essentially clear acryllic 


plastic dissolved in solvent(s). It does not cross-link or polymerize. 
Clear epoxy spray usually has a fair amount of yellow color. It does 
polymerize and make a tough, chemical and wear resistant coating. It 
does darken and does not have very much UV resistance. 


With any surface coating, be sure and let the surface harden quite well 
before applying any waxes or other coatings. For oil-based paints and 
epoxies, wait at least a month or two. Waxes, polishes, and leather 
coatings all tend to yellow with age so pick one that can be easily 
removed later. 


Mixed xylenes are not carcinogens by most standards. However, some 

grades contain up to 1% benzene which is a carcinogen. They are VERY 
flammable. I would tend to use milder solvents and more elbow grease 

when trying to remove old masking tape. The new limonene-based solvents 
(the so-called citrus based solvents) do a good job while being less toxic.

>and freon. We obtained the freon in 5 gallon drums from a local chemical 
>company. I even tried cleaning a desk calculator in the tank while it was 
>plugged in and even ran some calculations while it was submerged. 
>Unfortunately, the feds have put the clamps on freon and the tank is too 
>small for your typical BA. We still use it for cleaning small things like 
>our glasses and watch bands. The dirt seems to explode the instant the 
>sound is turned on.

>FYI.... Those ultrasonic transducers are available from Parts houses ie 
>Newark electronics etc. I suppose one could make a big tank for BA 
>cleaning. Freon sure worked great. It had no effect on plastic, rubber or 
>anything electronic and apparantly is a good insulator at least for 
>voltages under 110v. Seems to me like it was designated Freon TF. Some of 
>you chemical buffs might know more on the subject.

A key "collector" might buy a bug in rough shape because it 
fills a gap in the collection. Personally, I like things to look 
nice on the operating bench. So when I went to a few hamfests and saw 
similarly beat looking old bugs for high prices (including "lesser" 
name ones), I decided to plunk down $110 for a new Original Deluxe. 
The black finish Standard is only $10 less and I love chrome anyway. 
(grin) I would guess that the new Vibroplexes built Dahn Sahth in 
Alabama are the highest quality ever. And unfortunately, I also 
think the days of finding an old bug for $20 are probably over. If 
you're set on getting an old bug, the best bet would be to seek out 
a collector, who might sell off one in the lower "end" of his collection 
as he buys cleaner/better ones. But as for myself, I knew I just wanted

Here's some advice from a relative newcomer to collecting: 


1) Learn something about the various models, designs, etc., 
before you go out to buy. Otherwise, you may pay too much (or 
pass up a real steal!). A bug which “isn't very clean" and 
"doesn't look like anything special" may in fact be a 
hard-to-find model, whereas a spiffy, shiny item may in fact be 
commonplace. The value depends on much more than just looks. 


2) If you just want to buy a standard Vibroplex to use, buy from 
a collector xunless* you're educated enough about old bugs to 
know what the going rate is. A collector may have a number 

of the more common models picked up when an entire collection is 
purchased from an estate, and usually will sell these off at 
reasonable prices (i.e., around $65-$100). 


Here are typical prices I've paid during the past 6 months 
for Vibroplex bugs: 


1925 Original, japanned base, fair/good condition, $75.00 
(bought from an individual) . 


1937 Lightning Bug, black wrinkle base, VGC, $75.00 
(bought from a collector) 


1944 Lightning Bug, black wrinkle base, G/VGC, traded for 
used Astron RS-20A power supply (individual) 


1958 Champion, gray base, VGC, $65.00 
(bought from a collector) 


1961 Blue Racer, gray base, Mint/New condition, $175.00 
(bought from an individual) 


Within the past few weeks, Randy Cole, KN6W, posted a list 
of keys and bugs for sale by Tony Rogozinski in AZ. There were 
several Vibroplex bugs in the $75.00-$100.00 category. 


If you want a bug to use for the long term but don't want 


the hassle of searching for one at hamfests, etc., you're probably 
better off buying a new one from Mitch, WA4OSR. That way you 

know what you're getting, it's better built than most any old 

one, and you get a warranty.

See Paul's advice --- Good words of wisdom. 


If you just want one bug to go with your BAs, then you should be able 

to find one at a decent price. Leave those with a mega-buck price tag 
to the guys with more money than rationale or to the collector that will 
know if it is worth the price.

I am asking a question on behalf of a ham in my club who bought a very 
nice TR4C /vfo / MN combo. He got it at a nice price, in very nice 
shape, nice deal given the vfo and Drake matching network; anyhow... 


The only thing is he feels the main tuning knob is a bit stiff to turn; 
really cannot be turned with the finger-hole, but can be with the knob 
edges. 

Of course he can use the external vfo in T/R for now etc. but I did want 
to ask the List about lubricating the PTO. Anyone out there have 
experience with the pto (rebuilding, cleaning or lube job)? I think the 
fellow should know 

where and what he should be lubricating (bearing, gears, shafts) and 
lubricating with what. 


I thought maybe he might contact Drake and see if he can get an exploded 
diagram of the pto, illustrating lube points, as well as maybe any 
possible worn parts if available. I did the pto on my TenTec OMNI a while 
back, and it was lubed in a number of spots (esp. where the main shaft 
came in and became vernier turning). 


Anyhow, thanks for any advice etc. available. I think he can be happy for 
a while using the knob as is, or the external vfo, but it should probably 
be lubed soon given the possibility of some low-lubrication or dried 
lubricant in a few spots of friction-bearing surfaces.
